Council: Condo Zone lor Sunrise, 
Increased Control in Metro Area 


Absorbing Drama Invades 
City Council Chambers

“Nuts,” by Tom Topor, the Greenbelt Arts Center's cur¬ 
rent production, though billed as a courtroom drama and 
entertaining as such, is much more than that. It is a study 
of motives, beliefs, mores, stereotypes, power, responsibili¬ 
ty. Each member of the audience must look into himself/ 
herself to glimpse, however fleetingly, some of those emo¬ 
tions one does not readily admit to or often face. In being 
called upon to make a decision about the defendant, the 
viewer also decides some things about himself.

The City Council agreed 
to recommend R-18-C zoning 
for the Sunrise property, 
and to support the Transpor¬ 
tation District Overlay (TD- 
O) concept for the area sur¬ 
rounding the Metro station, 
when presenting Greenbelt's 
views on the county's pro¬ 
posed Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment (SMA) on Tuesday, 
February 13. Thus council 
wrapped up discussion and 
voted on the few remaining 
SMA issues at its regular 
meeting on Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 12. 

Celia Wilson, the city’s Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordi¬ 
nator, reviewed for council the 
several issues still needing a de¬ 
cision prior to the city’s formal 
presentation by Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld at the SMA public hear¬ 
ing the next evening. When ap¬ 
proved, the SMA will rezone 
properties in the Langley Park- 
College Park-Green belt planning 
area m accordance with the 
Adopted Master Plan. The County 
Council, sitting as the District 
Council, has until May 31, 1990, 
to approve the SMA. 

The Master Plan shows high- 
density residential / commercial 
use for the Sunrise property, 
which is currently zoned R-10 
(high rise residential). The de¬ 
veloper has taken the necessary 
steps to protect his right to 
develop within the R-10 category. 

In outlining the problem, Wil¬ 
son reviewed council’s opposition 
to its other options: C-G (com¬ 
mercial office building) offers 
no control over the size of the 
development that could be built, 
and with R-10 the density is too 
great. In recommending R-18, 
she pointed out that the zoning 
is compatible with the apart¬ 
ment/condominium residential de-

“Safety is the paramount 
issue," for Mary Ellen Field, 
who asked the City Council 
at its February 12 regular 
meeting, to consider build¬ 
ing a sidewalk along North- 
way — a “steep and winding 
street" with poor visibility. 

The street, which leads direct¬ 
ly to St. Hugh’s and the city’s 
recreation complex beyond, has 
been the scene of accidents in¬ 
volving pedestrians and recently 
a multi-car accident. Opinion on 
the street itself is divided, she 
said, relating a survey done some 
months ago by the Woodland 
Hills Association, with 12 home- 
owners, including herself, favor- 


velopment adjacent to the pro¬ 
perty, would provide a transi¬ 
tion between the multi-family 
housing to the south and the 
office/retail to the, north, and 
meets the community activity 
center guidelines as well or better 
than R-10. With Greenbelt al¬ 
ready overloaded with multi¬ 
family dwellings, R-18 would add 
less than R-10. 

Council agreed with the as¬ 
sessment. “R-18 will have the 
least (negative) impact on the 
city,” said Weidenfeld. Council 
member Antoinette Bram asked 
council to further refine its rec¬ 
ommendation to R-18-C (condo¬ 
miniums rather than rental prop¬ 
erty), which it did. At City So¬ 
licitor Robert Manzi’s suggestion, 
council also agreed to ask that 
site plan approval -be required 
for this property, regardless of 
the zone. 

“Can’t fight your logic,” offer¬ 
ed Sheldon Goldberg from Green¬ 
belt East. “No one wants to take 
a chance on C-O.” The developer 
has offered to discuss commer¬ 
cial development only if the city 
agrees to 512,000 square feet as 
the minimum size. Council has 
been unwilling to consider more 
than 200,000 or 300,000 square 
feet. 

TDO 

A TDO is a zone superim¬ 
posed over other zones in a desig¬ 
nated area. Greenbelt had plann¬ 
ed to seek a TDO designation for 
the area around the Metro sta¬ 
tion, rather than a CMX (mixed 
development zone), as the former 
offers more control over develop¬ 
ment. Wilson, however, found tb* 
TDO requires a plan showing the 
pattern of development in the 
area. "Since no plan exists, a 
TDO designation would be pre¬ 
mature. She suggested that the 
city instead ask that the area 
near the Metro station be subject 
to a TDO study and that the city 
wishes to be involved in all 


ing a sidewalk, 15 opposed and 
10 not responding. In a new sur¬ 
vey Field covered the adjacent 
neighborhoods, asking for support 
for the sidewalks. She gave 
council her petition showing 223 
signatures and asked that the 
subject be placed on the agenda 
of the next meeting, February 
26 . 

Council member Thomas X, 
White agreed with Field that 
council should hear from the af¬ 
fected public to “get a better 
sense, . , . safety impels us.” 

Council, in the past, has been 
reluctant to construct sidewalks 
without majority support of the 
homeowners on the street affect¬ 
ed. 

Earth Day 

Tom Barlett, who heads up 


phases of the TDO planning, in¬ 
cluding setting the boundaries of 
the study area. Council agreed. 

Rick Meetre expressed his dis¬ 
appointment that more promin¬ 
ence was not given to environ¬ 
mental aspects in the presenta¬ 
tion. Specifically, he said, ap¬ 
proximately one-third of the A. 
H. Smith property, the focus of 
a TDO, is wetlands, some of it 
valuable. If you have time for 
three or four points, he told 
council, then one major one 
should be the environmental 
concerns. 

The master nlan does show 
“significant environmentally sen¬ 
sitive areas,” said Wilson, who 
acknowledged that the SMA ig¬ 
nores the issue. Council member 
Thomas X. White suggested in¬ 
cluding a sentence about envir¬ 
onmental concerns within the 
TDO area and also attaching a 
copy of the letter council re¬ 
ceived from Carmen Turner, head 
of Metro, identifying the wetlands 
on the A. H. Smith property as 
valuable. Council agreed to those 
additions. 

Green Springs 

Council, Wilson recommended, 
could go ahead with the R-55 
zone requested by Richmond 
American for Green Springs. The 
developer had provided the cove¬ 
nants they promised at the Jan¬ 
uary 29 work session. The cove¬ 
nants would limit the number 
of homes to be built and insure 
city review at each planning step. 

The Furey property, she sug¬ 
gested, should also be R-55 under 
the RPC overlay. While there are 
some plans for future develop¬ 
ment by the owners, the city 
was not ready to upgrade the 
zoning. 

Greenbelt will also support the 
R-12 zone, as designated in the 
SMA, for the vacant land at 
Westchester Park. Council had 
previously supported this zon¬ 
ing. 


planning for a celebration of 
Earth Day 1990 on April 22, in¬ 
vited council’s interest and sup¬ 
port. Activities for the day, he

It is to the credit of the cast 
that however much the members 
of the audience might squirm, 
their attention is held and they 
want to know more. 

The play is set in a courtroom 
in the psychiatric wine of Belle¬ 
vue Hospital, where the defend¬ 
ant, a young woman accused of 
manslaughter, is being examined 
on her ability to stand trial. The 
word insane hangs in the air and 
its definition pulls at each mem¬ 
ber of the audience. What is in¬ 
sanity? Who decides who is in¬ 
sane ? 

Sally Hanna-Jortes does a good 
job of portraying the cynical 
defendant, frustrated by the cir¬ 
cumstances in which she finds 
herself so that at first she an¬ 
tagonizes the audience by her 
inane antics. Then gradually she 
gains their sympathy and even, 
in suite of the lifestyle she re¬ 
veals, their grudging respect. 

Credible performances are giv¬ 
en by all the other members of 
the case. Frank Pearlman looks 
and sounds like one would expect 
a weary member of a large dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office to sound. 
Tony Schiavone looks and sounds 
like the upcoming young lawyer 
he portrays. But it is Leonard 
Cohen as the defendant’s step¬ 
father and Norma Ozur as her 
mother who hold the audience 
riveted by what they reveal. 

Psychiatrist Tom Zanner plays 
his part in such a way that one 
feels a chill when his promotion 
to a state mental health position 
is revealed at the end of the 
play. 

Gypsy Moth Egg Masses 
Should Be Removed Now 

Gynsy moth eggs will b^gin 
hatching around the middle of 
April. Now, before they hatch, 
homeowners should scrape egg 
masses off trees, wood piles, 
stone walls, or wherever else 
they may be found. The more egg 
masses removed, the fewer cater¬ 
pillars that will hatch in the 
spring and begin their ascent up 
trees to devour leaves. 

Egg masses are light brown in 
color, oval in shape, a feit-Kke 
texture, and can be as large as 
1 Vz inches long and % inch 
wide. They are mainly found on 
the branches or trunks of trees 
but may also be located on any 
outdoor object. 

Because small hairs on the egg 
masses may cause a rash, it is 
best to use gloves when removing 
the egg masses. Using a putty 
knife, scrape the egg masses in¬ 
to a paper or plastic bag, secure 
it tightly and dispose of it in the 
garbage. Be careful not to let the 
egg mass fall to the ground or 
blow away. This will spread 
the eggs around and they will 
still hatch. 

By scraping egg masses, resi¬ 
dents can do much to protect the 
trees on their property. Any

City Sells Bonds 

The city’s $2,100,000 bond issue 
was purchased on Ihursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 8 by Merrill Lynch Capi¬ 
tal Markets for an average inter¬ 
est rate of 7.0675 percent. The 
city again received a better in¬ 
terest than most other municipali¬ 
ties with the same bond rating, 
according to pleased city offi¬ 
cials. The bonds, which are dated 
February 1, 1990, are in denomi¬ 
nations of $5,000 or integral mul¬ 
tiples thereof. Bonds mature each 
of the years 1991 through 2010. 

Rating 

Standard and Poors has again 
given Greenbelt an A-plus bond 
rating, according to Alex Brown 
and Sons, underwriters for the 
Greenbelt bonds. City officials 
went to New York last month in 
hopes of improving that rating, 
but were not successful. Factors 
which weighed against Greenbelt 
were the small size of the com¬ 
munity with limited growth po¬ 
tential, the ratio of apartments to 
owner-occupied homes (although 
they noted the ratio has im¬ 
proved in the past few years), 
and an economic base that relies 
on office development. 

Funds 

The bond issue combines funds 
for three separate purposes. One 
million is the remaining unsold 
portion of the $6 million bond 
issue approved by voters in 1985 
and will be used toward either 
the purchase of Parcel 1 or the 
construction of an indoor swim¬ 
ming pool. Last year the voters 
approved $1 million for the im¬ 
mediate construction of the 
Schrom Hills Park in Greenbelt 
East. The remaining $100,000 
will finance a portion of Ora Glen 
Drive, with the costs to be as¬ 
sessed to the owners of Com¬ 
merce Center II, the adjacent 
property.

Tax Changes Ease Filing 


Maryland state income tax¬ 
payers will benefit from several 
changes on the 1989 state re¬ 
turn, according to the State 
Comptroller. The filing deadline 
is April 16. 

One major change is use of tax 
tables by most taxpayers, in 
nlace of the old mathematical 
formula. This will maxe com¬ 
puting the tax easier and help 
eliminate math errors. More 
people will be able to use the 
Maryland short Form 503 be¬ 
cause there is no longer an in¬ 
come limit and more senior cit¬ 
izens can file the short form, A 
series of questions on the back 
of the short form lets taxpayers 
decide if they can use it. 

Maryland’s personal exemption 
has been increased; and taxpay¬ 
ers 65 or older, or blind, are now 
eligible for the regular personal 
exemption plus a special exemp¬ 
tion. For the first time, taxpay¬ 
ers will be able to calculate the 
dollar value of their personal ex¬ 
emptions in the exemptions area 
on the form. The minimum stan¬ 
dard deduction amounts have 
also been increased. 

Taxpayers are asked to include 
a new subdivision code on their 
returns, based on a list in the 
tax packet. This will help make 
sure local governments receive 
their fair shares of local income 
tgxes, and will speed up refund 
checks, 

A special worksheet in the tax 
packet will help taxpayers de¬ 
termine if they are eligible for 
the new poverty level income tax 
break. Members of the military 
with active duty overseas pay in 
1989 should look in the instruc¬ 
tions for possible exclusion of up 
to $15,000 of that income from 
state tax. 

The contribution feature for 
the Chesapeake Bay and Endan¬ 
gered Species Fund begun last 
year is again on the return 
forms. The Comptroller encour¬ 
ages taxpayers to contribute,

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GHI Board Discusses 
Privacy Screening, Siding 

by Pat Scully 

The annual membership meeting of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI), will be held Wednesday, May 16 at Center 
School. The GHI board of directors addressed this and 
a variety of other topics at its regular meeting of January 
25, including privacy screens, the draft revised and amend¬ 
ed Articles of Incorporation, masonry repairs, siding and 
sheds. 


Meeting 

After General Manager Ronald 
Colton announced that staff had 
verified that Center School is 
available on May 16, the board 
adopted that date for the annual 
meeting. The question of hiring 
a parliamentarian for the meet¬ 
ing was raised. That and other 
annual meeting issues will be 
worked out by the Audit Commit¬ 
tee and the board. 

Privacy Screens 

James Maher, chair of the 
Aesthetic and Environment Com¬ 
mittee, presented their report on 
privacy screens regulations. The 
committee recommended changing 
the maximum length of such 
screens from 16 feet to 8 feet. 
In addition, the group suggested 
two styles for wooden screens, 
either “alternate board” or “bas¬ 
ket weave.” Both of these styles 
present an equally attractive 
face on either side of the screen. 

Under the suggested policy, 
members with units on the per¬ 
iphery of GHI who wish to erect 
privacy screens along the out¬ 
ward-facing property lines would 
not be reauired to obtain written 
approval from the neighbor, since 
the neighbor would not be a 
GHI member. 

The board referred the report 
to management. 

Articles 

Colton presented a revised 
draft of proposed revisions to the 
Articles of Incorporation, reflect¬ 
ing the changes decided on by 
the board at its last meeting. 
What should the next step be, he 
asked. Director Mac Wirick noted 
that the Articles are designed to 
be generic, with the Bylaws pro¬ 
viding specifics. The Board is 
interested, he said, in giving 
members the opportunity to re¬ 
view the draft, not to rewrite 
fhe Articles, 

A number of options were dis¬ 
cussed and discarded. The draft 
could be submitted now for review 
by attorneys. A committee of 
members could be apnointed to 
review the draft, prior to the 
attorneys' review. It could be 
deemed that members had had 
amnle onportunity for input and 
discussion during the board meet¬ 
ings at which the draft Articles 
had been repeatedly discussed. 

Instead, the board agreed to 
hold a hearing to give interested 
members an opportunity to re¬ 
view and provide comments on 
the proposed changes to the Ar¬ 
ticles of Incorporation. 

Masonry Repairs 

The board approved for fist 
reading a contract for masonry 
repairs to the F-J row of 6 Court 
Hillside. Geotechnical Services 
had provided its final report, 
stating ihat the building move-

ments of the row have ceased. 
Staff had solicited bids from 
contractors to make repairs to 
the brick and mortar joints. GBC 
Contractors was the low bidder, 
for $6,525. 

Siding 

Two siding issues were dis¬ 
cussed, one vinyl and the other 
mineral. The board on first read¬ 
ing authorized the expenditure 
of up to $3,000 to purchase vinyl 
siding and trim pieces. The board, 
at its December 7 meeting, had 
directed staff to maintain an ade¬ 
quate stock of the remaining 
colors of eight-inch horizontal sid¬ 
ing. Since the required purchase 
was not covered by the 1990 
budget, a board motion was neces¬ 
sary to use part of the frame 
homes replacement reserve for 
this investment in siding. 

A member who lives in one of 
the pre-fab homes with mineral 
siding had reported to staff that 
he was unable to find a contrac¬ 
tor willing to paint the original 
siding. The contractors believed 
that the asbestos contained in 
the siding might be friable and 


create a health hazard. The 
Maryland Department of Environ¬ 
mental Resources advised staff 
that this asbestos is not consid¬ 
ered friable and that the state 
places no restrictions on its re¬ 
moval or disposition. Staff had 
also talked with a local contrac¬ 
tor who was willing to undertake 
painting or replacing the exist¬ 
ing siding. 

The prices quoted by the con¬ 
tractor were rathsr high. Since 
other members living in mineral¬ 
sided homes might be interested 
and a group rate might be ob¬ 
tainable the board directed staff 
to poll the court to determine 
who would be interested in such 
a project and report back to the 
board. 

Shed 

A member who lives in one of 
the free-standing homes had re¬ 
quested an exception to the shed 
regulations. The member had be¬ 
gun construction of a shed 10 
feet long, 15 feet wide, and 10 
feet high. The max ; mum allow¬ 
able dimensions are a total of 
100 square feet and a maximum 
height of 8 feet. The member had 
begun construction believing the 
free-standing homes were exempt 
from the regulations. (Staff had 
issued a stop-work order.) A re¬ 
view of the minutes from 1967, 
when the homes were built, found 
no discussion of this topic. 

Because the shed is located 
down a hill behind the home, its 
greater size will be visible only 
to one neighbor. The board 
agreed to grant an exception re¬ 
garding floor area but not to 
the height restriction.

1099'S ON THE WAY 

The state recently mailed more 
than 815,000 Form 1099Gs to 
Maryland taxpayers. Under fed¬ 
eral law, the Income Tax Divi¬ 
sion must send the 1099G infor¬ 
mation forms to taxpayers who 
itemized deductions last year and 
received refunds from the state. 
'1 his form shows the full amount 
of the taxpayers’ refunds, in¬ 
cluding those portions of the re¬ 
funds contributed to the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay and Endangered Spe¬ 
cies Furd or apolied to 1989 es¬ 
timated taxes. Although the ac¬ 
tual refund check excluded these 
uses of the money, federal law 
says that taxpayers received the 
benefit of the full amount of 
their eligible refund. The refund 
amount on the 1099G must be 
reported as income on 1989 fed¬ 
eral tax returns. 

Contributions to the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay and Endangered Spe¬ 
cies Fund may be deducted by 
those taxpayers who itemize.

(This 
morning court the judge con¬ 
fined the trial until May.) 

City-wide Crime Watch? 

Asking that citizens become the 
“eyes and ears all over the city,” 
Mavo*- Oil Weidenf^M proposed 
the city “help develop a city¬ 
wide citizens crime watch pro¬ 
gram.” The business community 
could help finance needed enuin- 
ment and the Crime Prevention 
Committee (CPC) and the city's 
police department could develop 
the procedures. He asked council 
to refer the proposal to the CPC 
for comment. Hal Silvers, CPC 
chairman, told Weidenfeld, “You 
took the words right out of my 
mouth.” Many of the local crime 
watch groups, successful in the 
past, have waned. He was eager 
to have his committee accent the 
mayor's challenge, a challenge 
they had already determined to 
take up with council. 

Wetlands Walk? 

Rick Meetre asked whether the 
city had had any response from 
the owners of the A. H. Smith 
property to their request for an 
inspection walk on the property. 
Council member Ed Putens read 
the response from the owner’s 
attorney, Ken non Scott, stating 
‘*My client would not be inter¬ 
ested in a plan that would in¬ 
volve taking additional land from 
him for the Metro Green Line. 
For that reason, the property 
inspection suggested by you would 
not be necessary.” 

Council asked staff to review 
the complaints of citizens about 
conditions on the property and 
make suggestions. A sand and 
gravel operation, said City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese, must be 
regulated by a state agency and 
he would look into it. He also 
noted that the promised response 
from the Corps of Engineers to 
Greenbelt’s concerns about wet¬ 
lands and the Metro train yard has 
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not been received. He will follow 
up there also.

—Approved a new design for 
the Hunting Ridge Club sign. 

—Authorized payment for pro¬ 
fessional services of Jack Blev¬ 
ins & Associates for planning 
work to bo used in the condem¬ 
nation trial, and for Schnabel 
Engineering Associates, Inc. for 
soil testing beneath the employees 
parking lot at the new police 
station. Both will exceed the 
$5,000 limit which requires coun¬ 
cil approval for a negotiated 
purchase. 

—Authorized additional fees to 
be paid to Wooden & Benson for 
extra costs resulting from the 
departure of the city’s account¬ 
ant just prior to the end of the 
fiscal year. 

—Approved the bid of G. L. 
Cornell Company for $8,997 for 
a hydraulic sorayer with hose, 
host reel and spray gun. 

—Approved the request for a 
new temporary position of lieu¬ 
tenant allowing the chief of police 
to appoint a replacement im¬ 
mediately for Lt. Phil Coombs, 
who will retire in June. 

—Accepted the resignation of 
Charles Fuchs from the Crime 
Prevention Committee. 

—Appointed John F. Lynch and 
Galena R. Gaponava to fill the 
two openings on the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee. 

—Directed staff to send a let¬ 
ter to Safeway asking that their 
store in Greenway Center be add¬ 
ed to the list of those now' offer¬ 
ing an experimental delivery ser¬ 
vice and a similar letter to Co¬ 
op asking whether they would 
be interested in providing such 
a service.

We live in the richest country in the world — in fact the 
richest country that has ever existed in the world. Food is avail¬ 
able to Americans cheaply and abundantly, more so than to any¬ 
one ever, except to royalty. Our children are healthier and fatter 
than anywhere else, past or present. So why do doctors hear tb' 
frequent plaintive cry: “my child doesn’t eat anything. What can 
I do to make him eat?” It is fascinating to observe mothers of 
healthy, chubby babies worry about their children's poor appetite! 

In this article I shall try to instruct parents when to worry 
but mainly when NOT to worry about their children’s poor eating 
habits. 

Most parents have a pre-eonceived notion about how much a 
child should eat, and if their children fail to measure up, they 
push, cajole, nag, and worry. Meal-time becomes a war zone, and 
everybody is unhappy. The children learn to use eating as a 
weapon in their battle for control. Parents, therefore, must learn 
to think in a reverse manner from the way they usually think; 
it is NOT that children don’t eat, therefore they are small and 
thin; it is that children’s hereditary factors guide them to be small 
and thin, therefore they don’t eat more than necessary for their 
condition. Parents must learn to consider the child first; is he 
healthy and is he growing at a steady rate (following his growth 
chart properly) ? If the answers are yes, then how much he eats 
is unimportant. 

The proper way to encourage a child to eat is as follows; 
do NOT discuss eating. Set up a “buffet table” at meal time 
consisting of several acceptable dishes. Let the child help himself 
to whatever he wants and as much as he wants. Make no com¬ 
ments. Meals should be leisurely and pleasant affairs — try to 
imitate sit-com families from the 195G’s like “Father Knows Best” 
or “Leave It To Beaver.” Discourage between-meal snacks, and 
cut down on milk, which has little else besides empty calories. 
(The child gets enough calcium elsewhere. If milk is essential, 
give skim milk, or, at w*orsf, 2% milk.) 

Sometimes a poor appetite may be a sign of disease. A sud¬ 
den fall in appetite is worrisome, especially if it is accompanied 
by weight loss, fatigue, and ill appearance. If you notice other 
symptoms accompanying a poor appetite (vomiting, diarrhea, 
fever, lethargy) call the doctor right away and discuss the matter. 

Remember, what you want is NOT an “eating child,” but a 
healthy, well-adjusted, growing child.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

Some of the most commonly asked questions we receive regard 
brakes which squeak when stopping or during normal driving. 
These questions and complaints don’t surprise us because brake 
systems are among the top five replacement repairs performed. 
Some noises emitted from brake systems are normal, others are 
not. Light squeaks that occur for a second or two when the 
brakes are applied are okay, but a constant squeak or a squeal 
while moving that seems to go away when the brakes are applied 
is telling you something. Most brake pads are equipped with a 
little metal clip that sits next to the brake pad about l /4 of an inch 
from the end of the brake pad material. When the brake pad 
wears down this piece of metal comes in contact with the brake 
rotor and emits a squealing noise which tells the driver that 
the brake pads are almost ready to be replaced. The confusing 
thing about this is that the noise goes away when the brakes are 
applied. This is normal, but don’t let it fool you. Unfortunately, 
most drivers think that nothing is happening. After a period of 
time the real problems begin. When no more pad is left a metal- 
on-metal condition develops and major brake components have to 
be serviced. The sad thing about this is that the whole thing 
could have been prevented if the wheels had been removed to 
perform a 4 wheel brake inspection. An ounce of prevention 
could have saved 10 pounds of cure in this case.
